Later he com- 
peted successfully in numerous auto- | 
mobile competitions and was award-| 
ed-a gold medal for his performance 
inthe 1,009 miles trial of 1900 in Rng- 
lnnd. He drove as a representative 
ot Great Britain in the Gordon-Ben- 
part race of 1005. Several times he 
broke the world's record for speed.

IN FOUR YEARS 


Canadian Northern’s Transconti- 
nental Line Will Be Complet- 
ed in That Time 


MACKENZIE IS JUBILANT 

He Is Greatly Elated Over His 

Success in Raising Money 
on His Recent Trip 


Montreal, June 3,.—William) Mac- 
kenzie, president of the C.N.R., who 
has returned from Europe, ‘was jubi- 
lant over the success of his financial 
projects in London and Brussels, and 
remarked that the confusion caused 
by the King’s death was the cause of 
the failure of the public to take up 
the Dunsmuir Coal Mines’ flotation. 
This, however, was well underwritten 
and there was no doubt the issue 
would in time be all taken up by 
the public. Mr. Mackenzie, however, 
stated that the Duluth. railway issue 
had since then been all subseribed. 
This road, he said, was already built 
from Fort Francis, on the Canadian 
Northern, for one hundred miles, and 
would be completed to Duluth by 
next spring, which would give the 
Canadian Northern an outlet over its 
own lines from the wheat country to 
both Duluth and Fort William, 

Main Line West from Edmonton. 
With regard to the Canadian North- 
ern. transcontinental line, Mr. Mac- 
kenzie stated that during this year 
the western end would be pretty well 
under way between Edmonton and 
the Rocky Mountains, while a good 
start would be made on the north 
shore section He expressed the 
hope that by four years from now 
their. whole main line would be com- 
pleted from Montreal and Toronto 
to the Pacific coast. The Pacific coast 
section would be started immediately. 
There was little difficulty getting 
money for sound railway projects in 
England, he said, investors being con- 
vinced of the great future of Canada, 
so that, they. had no fear of destruc- 
tive railway competition. Mr..Mac- 
kenzie was not'so sure of the Mont- 
real-Hawkesbuty line, as‘a good deal 
had: to.be done to. secure .entry ‘into 
both Montreal and Ottawa. Nothing 
would be-done: on their line east of 
Quebec this season, all their energies 
being. devoted ‘to the work: between 
Montreal and-Toronto and the coast.

The“appeals of the Hudson's Bay 
Company and of James Carruthers, 
of Montreal, from the assessments 
fixed’ bythe city assessor, claimed a 
lot ‘of*attention from ‘the court of re- 
vision, at a session hvid in the city 
council chamber last night. There 
was no definite decision in either case 
and they were laid over until next 
Monday evening when the court will 
discuss it further and probably an- 
nounce its decision. The appeal of 
the C.P.R. was also laid over. 

The Tudson’s Bay Company was 
represented by Mr. John Anderson, 
the company’s agent in Winnipeg and 
he objected. strenuously to the in- 
creased assessment of the company’s 
property on the part'of the city. He 
produced figures to show that the in- 
creased assessment over last year is 
$122,090, the amount this year being 
for all the company’s property, $23,- 
682.090. The acreage, too, was all 
assessed higher. The property known 
as the Hudson’s Bay Reserve was 
under discussion for some time, the 
company claiming that it was being 
assessed at the same rate that the sub- 
divided property adjacent, while the 
reserve was still. unsurveyed, an ac- 
tion which was contrary to the char- 
ter Commissioner Butchart contend- 
ed, and Mr. Anderson admitted, that 
the Hudson’s Bay Company was very 
fortunate to secure such a valuable 
tract of land in the centre of a city. 
Mr. Butchart stated that as such was 
the case, the company ought to pay 
a just and reasonable share towards 
the expenses of carrying on the work 
of the city. The city’s assessment of 
the property is $1,000 an acre, and 
there are about 1,500 acres altogether. 

The property situated along the 
bank of the Saskatchewan river, and 
on which the golf links are located, 
caused some discussion, the com- 
pany’s agent again objecting to the 
rate of assessment. They claimed 
that the property could not be con- 
verted for building lots, but’ on the 
contrary was only good for a park or 
something of that kind. Commission- 
er Butchart interjected that the city 
had, at various times attempted to 
purchase the property for that very 
purpose but that the company. had 
refused even to set a price, nor would 
they offer it as a gift. This property 
is assessed at $2,000 an acre. A-num- 
ber of lots in the .vicinity of Tenth 
street and Jasper avenue were ‘also 
under discussion, the agents of. the 
company’ claiming that the new :sub- 
way would-in all probability be built 
there and would affect their value.

SAFE FOR RADIUM 


It has capacity for One Billion Dol- 
lars Worth 


London, June 3—What is described 
by makers as the most ingenious safe 
ever constructed has just been com- 
pleted by the Chubb company for the 
British Radium Corporation. ‘The 
problem presented to the manufactur- 
ers was not only to construct a safe 
that would bid defiance to the bur- 
glars, but would at the same time pre- 
vent ‘the escape of the radium. It is 
well known to scientists that radium 
emanations will pass through the 
thickest and hardest steel. For this 
reason the inner coffer of the safe 
was mad of lead three inches thick, 
enclosed with a burglar proof shell. 

There are many other special fea- 
tures including a means of collecting 
the radium emanations before the cof- 
fer is opened. This compartment of 
the safe is designed to hold one hun- 
dred pounds of radium valued at five 
billion dollars. The total weight of 
the safe is one and a half tons.

SHOT TO DEATH 
BY HIS FRIENDS 


Soldier Had Fallen Asleep Under 
a Rifle Range—-Wakened 
by Bullets { 


HEAD ALMOST SHOT OFF 


After He Was First Hit He Lay 
Helpless Waiting for the 
Fatal Shot 


Monteroy, Cal. June 3—His body 
am unseen target for the rain of bul- 
lets of a firing squad at rifle practice, 
Claude Hetheron, a private of com- 
pany Kk, thirteenth infantry, who was 
taking measurements of the range, 
was shot to pieces and died after 
two days. 

The accident happened last week, 
but the facts have just come to light. 
An investigation of the affair delayed 
the funeral until yesterday. 

All during the afternoon of the day 
he was shot, Hetherton crept about 
on the embankment, peppered with 
lead while the bulets whizzed about 
him His cries could not be heard. 
After the first bullet had brought him 
down, he made an effort to get out 
of range, but no matter which way 
he turned, his escape was cut off by 
the flying missiles. 

Sinks and Waits Fatal Shot 

Finally he sank on the sand mound 
awaiting the shot that would end his 

torture. Bullets sped about him, 
riping his clothing and tearing his 
flesh. When markers found him his 
head had been shot nearly off. 

Hetherton had been sent out to 
measure the ground and make a pre- 
liminary survey adjacent to the Pre- 
sidio shooting range. The Monteroy 
Presidio is one of the nationa! schools 
of musketry and soldiers of the Thir- 
teenth infantry are all aware that tar- 
get practice is a matter of almost 
daily occurrence. 

Hetherton was sent out in the mor- 
ning. Instead of returning to the 
post he evidently decided to take a 


nap... There was no shooting when he 


lay down, but before he awoke rifties, 
began to crack over the range. When 
he heard the report of the rifles Heth- 


eron jumped hastily to his feet and -- 


started to get out of the danger zone. 
While running a bullet plowed through 
his arm, and a second later another 
tore through his throat. Dazed and 
helpless, he was shot again and again 


until he fell unconscious, 
Wife Urges a Search 


The shooting continued for several 
hours and it was not until shortly be- 
fore dusk that his disappearance at- 
tracted attention. His wife became 
alarmed when he failed to come to hig 
quarters and urged a search. 

Capt Pickering made the investiga- 
tion but found that death was due to 
the. man’s rising and running. — Ji 
he had crawled away he would not 
have been hit, Pickering thinks. 

Hetheron was 'marricd about a year 
ago and lived in the barracks. 

The acident is the first of the kind 
to happen at Monteroy Presidio, al- 
though privates havé been struck by 
stray bullets and received superficial 
wounds 

As in all such cases, great secrecy 
was observed and nothing was knowa 
of the tragedy until the funeral.
